If there is anything along this line you liave and can send me of coujj?de I'll 
appreciate that as I will whatever you may want to say about the Mailer interview and 
if ScMller ever contacted you and if iffe did, about what* 

You may want to prepre yourself for being questioned when the book appears. One way 
v.ould be to compare’34aiel Mailcr-j/<ay of making money unfavorably with those who sell their 
bodies. If you do tMs or anytMng like it I suggest that you/be brief so yafjfi can be 
quoted without being misquoted when it might bo shortened.^ 

You can also compare Mailer unfavorably with Lee. Y 0 u cay say you understand that 
about 40 yrars ago Mailer stabbed Ms firsi of Ms many wives and that £ee never stabbed 
you. I am not clear in my recollection but he used a knife and cut her up. I'm hoping 
to get a news story on it. Ip 

I can tliink of no way Mailer can respond to these two things and he is more likely 
to be really hurt by open contempt. When he gets that way he can say what he later 
lias reason to regret. 

I tliink iWi’ book will do poorly, 'i'liere is nothing to it and it lias already gotten 
a rare unfavorable review in ^yblishers Weekly. They usually try^ to help sell books.
